Mr. Woodson 
happened to be down in town, but 
Mr. Richard Morris, who had just 
ceased talking to him over the tele- 
phone, called him up again and noti- 
fied him of the accident. He at once 
found Dr. Geo. W. Chinn and the two 
went out together.

services actually performed; the 
election of County Superintendents 
for six or eight years instead of four; 
a compulsory uchool law, with judi- 
cious penalties for the enforcement 
of the same; fines and penalties 
agains ti"8tees in the employment 
: of teachers wit' a lower grade of \ 
certift. ates over those having a high- 
I er class -unless for good and valid 
reysons, thote rea. ons being subject 
to the approval or disapproval of the 
County upeiinlendent; grading of 
tei cher's certifictes by the State 
Board of Educa ion; a' low for the 
better pro*< cvo.i of the rights of 
flnrfrelaft teacl e; s, etc. 

The Legialaltue should albo submit 
to the vo is ihe proposition of an 
additional U»x of twenty-two cents on 
each one hundred dollars worth of 
taxable property for educational pur- 
poses. I'he importance of taxation, 
ooth S. lite and local, for Lchool pur- 
noses can scarcely be overestimated. 
This nieasuie should be vigorously 
agitated by the friends of popular 
i education until the people fully 
realize and appreciate its vaiue as a 
factor in solving the great moral and 
social problems of the age. The pri- 
mary obj ..of State taxation is mere- 
ly to fomi the nucleus of a common 
, which should be suppl

Educational Motes. 

BY A BREATHITT COUNTY TEACHER. 

The addition of $600,000 to the 
present common school fund of $1,- 
400,500 will. In the opinion of the 
writer, be the dawning of a new era 
in the history of popular education 
in Kentucky. Its inauguration— 
with many other innovations— will 
create a demand for better school- 
houses and a higher standard of 



f the ulti- 
mate object of this State tax and to 
have taken It for grained that the 
aforesaid fund was all that was nec- 
essary for bchool pu.-ijosei. The 
mistaken idea has already done much 
tohindei the c;use and JirogMM ot' 
our common uchool system. '"That 
which cobt nothing is wo in noth- 
ing," and too mucn reliance on tlie 
State fund alone has al.e. dy done 
much to smolder the enthusiasm 
that would otherwise have been 
kindled by the effects f loca: taxa- 
tion. The increase of the Stile fun I 
to two or thiee times its prese t 
amount would still 'eave Kentucky 
in the rear of several of her rimer 
States. 

July and August are evidently the 
hottest months of the year and con- 
sequently the most unhealthy for the 
labor of the school-rooir. Playing 
and other vigorous exercises upon 
the part of the pupils causing them 
to drink excessive draughts of cold 
water, which is injurious to the 
health and often productive of seri- 
ons results. Therefore, If for no 
other than a hygienic measure, it 
would be better for the common 
school year to end August 31st in- 
stead of June 30th The school 
should begin the first Monday in 
September, or as soon thereafter as 
possible. This change, as a matter 
of course, would doubtless cause the 
great number of the schools to close 
in midwinter, but this difficulty could 
be greatly obviated by the building 
"good, comfortable wshool-hi

.the 



g equal, winter schools 
are more productive of good results 
than ^hose which are taught during 
the summer season. 

The time has come that the pro- 
gressive teacher, ir order to keep 
abreast with the spirit of the age, 
should read and study such books 
and educational periodicals as have a 
bearing on common school, literary 
and/Bcientihe subjects. The teacher 
should make a judiciot s selection of 
sujjh books, etc., as his means may 
allow. 

Supplementary reading is very im- 



portant a a drill and recreation in 
the school-room, as it relieves the 
minds of the pupils from the monot- 
ony of their regular readers, by pre- 
senting new and interesting subjects 
for thought. 

Uniformity of text books are essen- 
tial to successful work in the school- 
room by economizing time and labor 
in the recitation of the different 
classes. No one except the teacher 
is fully aware of the perplexity and 
confusion of a variety of lext books 
by different authors, The Legisla- 
ture should require the State Board 
or Education to adopt a uniformity 
of text books for a period o p at least 
seven years This measure would 
also be a matter of economy lo par- 
ents and gtwdians in the purchase 
of books. 

Music, both vocal and instrument- 
al, while not an essential is at least 
and admirable feature of the school- 
room which should receive all rea- 
sonable encouragement. To be a 
good singer is quite an accomplish- 
ment and should be coveted by all 
who are able to exercise the devine 
gift. As a hygienic measure there is 
nothing more conducive to the health 
and strength of the lungs.
